Commencement Address 

The commencement address by Ed- 
win L. Miller left with the class a 
number of constructive ideas as to 
their duty as, graduates. He told 
of, some of his early school day. ex: 
periences and spoke of the high 
school as the greatest institution in 
the whole world—educating a whole 
nation of boys and girls. The speak- 
er also cited some of the members of 
his own graduating class as examples 
of success, ‘mentioning particularly 
four ontstanding ones, 

As assistant superintendent of the 
Detroit schools he stated that there 
are five fundamental principles. to- 
ward. which their efforts are direct- 
The first of these is that they 
go after health; second they go after 
figures to aid in thrift; third, lan- 
:guage; fourth, courtesy; and fifth, 
citizenship. He characterized Lin- 
coln .as outstanding in these five 
principles and claimed him to have 
been the best edurated man. 

Further, we should be taught the 
worthy use of leisure, the abuse of 
whieh would ruin a nation, but if 
useful would make a great. nation. 
He advocated the reading of great 
books, the studying of musical mas- 
ters and artists, and the culivation of 
character and industry, claiming that 
it was supremely disgraceful not to 
work, 


Supt. B. E. Smith complimented 
the class upon their completion of 
their high school work and respect- 
fullv passed them over to the Board 
of Education and Mr. M. A. Bates, 
secretary of the board, gave out the 
diplomas, .

‘The next step is to make 
this equally true of pre-school chil- 
dren, and then increase bath groups.”
